thing handy to hit them with. 


“ That is one reason why sium 
children suffer more frequently 
from physical violence. But 
among rich parents and poor 
parents there is often little to 
choose in the degree ot cruel'y.” 

Mr. McCann listed these causes 
of the increase in child cruelty 
throughout the country : 


1 The general brutality en- 
e gendered by war, with its 
disregard for human suffering. 


The dispersal of home life 
e during the war. Once-happy 
evacuees return to find they are 
no longer wanted by good-t:me 
parents. or, alternately. evacuees 
make critical comparisons be- 
tween their evacuee home and 
their parents’ home, and find it 
hard to settle down. 


Wrecked marriages have 

e caused a large increase in 
the number of unwanted 
children. 

This aspect of post-war social 
life is happily being taken up 
officially. 

It was reported yesterday that 
Lord Jowitt, the Lord Chancel- 
lor, has giver. the Committee on 
Divorce Rejorm the task oj con- 
sidering the law's effects on the 
children. anc it ts proposed that 
children’s officers should be 
attached to all courts dealing 
with divorce and separation.

Many 
mothers who stood up to bombing 
without turning a hair are now 
suffering from nervous reaction 
and find it hard to keep their 
patience.

Britain’s Attorney-General, speaking in the debate 


on disarmament of the U.N.O. political committee.

Andrei Vyshinsky. prosecutor in 
the Moscow treason trials. and 
now Vice-Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, faced each other in the 
hushed committee room. 

M. Vyshinsky sat impassive, 
headphones glued to his ears, lis- 
tening to the simultaneous trans- 
lation (the Nuremberg system“. 
while Sir Hartley roundly con- 
demned M. Molotov’s proposal to 
place disarmament under the con- 
trol of the Security Council. and 
thus make it subject to the Big 
Powers’ veto. 


The Russian translators 
paused, taking care to get the 
exact meaning, when Sir Hartley 
declared that such a scheme as 
that proposed by M. Molotov 
would be “a fraud, a delusion 
and a snare,” and exclaimed: 

“Do not let us foist this hum- 


bug on the world.” 
“NO GUARANTEE” 


He agreed that the atom bomb 
shopld be outlawed, but if that 
were done it would then be pos- 
sible under the Soviet scheme for 
any Power to veto the prohibi- 
tion of rockets. bacteriological 
warfare, vast armies. massed artil- 
lery or perhaps some newly dis- 
covered invention. 


“These things go,” 
“and I mean go, 


“ The Soviet proposal places the 
whole responsibility for disarma- 
ment in the hands of the Security 
Council. That is not good enough 
for the United Kingdom, What 
guarantee is there? There is 
none.” 

The only alternative was a per- 
manent commission to control 
world armaments, with full powers 
of inspection. Without it, dis- 
armament would be a hollow, 
empty fraud.—Reuter.

The gangs will stop at 
nothing in their bid for easy 
money, and the police fear 
an outbreak of gang warfare 
on a big scale, because most 
of the tracks are already 
“cornered” by an estab- 
lished gang. 


Big money will be the prize 
for the winners, for a gang 
thinks nothing of making 
£100 a night from the rackets 
on one track alone. 

Among the new gangs are 
deserters from the Allied Forces 
and battle-toughened soldiers. 
They are bringing with them new 
methods of fighting. 

Broken bottles, open razors and 
“coshes”—often the rubber- 
knobbed straps from L.. T. B. 
Underground trains—have been 
used up to now. 

But Commando tactics taught 
thousands of soldiers how to 
kill or maim with one punch or 
a kick. 


Minor clashes have already 
taken place, and victims are 
carrying chiv marks—the scars 
of a razor slash. 

The gangs have a strict code ot 
honour. No man will ever report 
to the police that he bas been 
the victim of a gang fight. He 
waits his opportunity, and metes

FORGED TICKETS 


Special precautions have had to 
be taken by the Tote to prevent 
widespread forgeries which have 
netted the racketeers thousands 
of pouads. 

Some gangs have been known 
to take a small portable print- 
ing machine on to the track. 
As soon as a race has deen won, 

the Tote tickets held by the gang 
are “faked” as winning numbers. 

Another racket is known as 
“The Golden Bucket,” or “ Blab- 
bing the Bookies.” 

A member of the gang goes 
round with a bucket and sponge. 
offering to wipe the bookmaker's 
slate. In return for this service 
the bookmaker throws into the 
bucket a handful of silyer. 

“I nave seen times,” | was told 
yesterday. “when at a big race 
meeting, a bucket has been almost 
half full of silver. If the book- 
maker objects, the consequences 
are not always pleasant. It is not 
wise to annoy the race gangs.” 

Despite ali the efforts of both 
track authorities and the police. 
the gangs are flourish: and 
operating all over the country 
especially at unlicensed tracks. 

Two of the gangs come irom 
London, one from north of the 
Thames (The Angel). one from 
the East End (The Hoxton Gang).

This must serve as an answer to 
many letters I have received from 
readers complaining that their sons 
are in uniform while So-and-So’s 
boys, who never saw service during the 
war, are still “ dodging the column.” 

There will always be some artful 
dodgers under any system. but the 
essential worker—provided he puts his 
back into his job—is doing his 
country’s service no less than any 
man in uniform.
